APPENDIX I 

CONDITIONS FOR LICENSING PUBLIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER THE DUTCH 

GENERAL PURPOSE CREDIT 

1. The licence will be issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm orders 
on C.I.F/C. & F. basis must be placed on the Dutch suppliers and copies of the same 
furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence or within 6 (six) months from the date of 
allocation. The term firm orders means purchase orders placed by the Indian importers/ 
licensee on the foreign supplier duly supported by confirmation from the latter or purchase 
xiontract duly simed by both the Indian importer and the foreign supplier. If firm orders 
cannot be firtali^ within the time limit of four months the licensee should submit to 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports (C.C.T. & E.) or other licensing authorities 
as the case may be, a proposal seeking an extension in. the ordering period alongwith 
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justification and explanation as to why ordering could not be completed within the ini¬ 
tial validity period. Snch requests for extension in the ordering period will be consi¬ 
dered on the merits of each case by the licensing authorities who may grant extension 
upto a further period of 2 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 6 months from 
the date of issue of import licence, such proposal should invariably be referred the 
licensing authorities to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE. Ill Section), Ministry 
of Finance. The licence code “S" and “NE” as indicated in the first and second suffix after 
the licence number should be mentioned in all the shipping documents as well as in the 
‘S’ Form required to be furnished to the Indian Bank at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. The contract of supply between the Indian importer and the Dutch Supplier is 
subject to the approval of the Government of India only if the value of the contract 
is below Dutch Guilders 50,000. However, if the value of the contract exceeds this 
amount, it is subject to the approval of both the Government of India and Dc Nederlandsc 
Jnvesterjihgsbatiik; Voor Ontwlkkeliingslajiden N.V. (The Netherlands Intviestment Bairk 
for Developing Countries. N.V.>, The Hague, for financing under the Etutch Credit (Gene¬ 
ral Purpose) arrangement. 

3. The value of the contract should be expressed only in Dutch Guilders. The con¬ 
tract should normally provide for . cash payments on presentation of shipping documents. 
For any customary performance guarantee, where required, the suppliers should be asked 
to furnish a bank guaranteq/warranty. 


4. Only goods of Dutch origin are eligible for being financed under this Credit. Non- 
Dutch components to the extent of 10 per cent in respect of chemicals and 20 per 
cent in respect of other imports can, however, be considered for being financed under the 
Credit. The minimum value of a contract eligible for financing under this Credit is 
25,000 Dutch Guilders (Rupees 76,000 approximately). 

5. While concluding a contract the importers should ensure that the following pro- 
visions/cl'auscs are included in their contracts:— 


(0 "The contract is subject to the approval of the Government of India (if the 
Value of the contract is Dutch Guilders 50,000 or below) and subject to the 
approval of both the Governments of India and of the Netherlands" (if 
the value of the contract exceeds Dutch Guilders 50,000). 

(ii) ‘‘The goods are of Dutch origin/manufacture.’’ 

(iii) ‘This contract will be governed by the ‘direct payment system’ of the Dutch 

General Purpose Credit and will become effective after the Government 
of India’s approval to this effect has been received”. 


(iv) ‘‘The suppliers will have to produce to the Netherlands Investment Bank, a 
certificate in duplicate issued/cerdfied by the Netherlands Chamber of Com¬ 
merce of the district in which the supplier is established to the effect that 
the goods arc of Netherlands origin. This certificate can be furnished 
alongwith the other shipping documents at the time of receiving payment. 
A specimen Of the certificate is at’Annexuro IV". 

6. Immediately after the contracts are concluded, the importer should furnish five 
photostat or certified copies of the contracts/supply orders accompanied by a photostat 
copy of the Import Licence to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
He should also furnish the following information;— 

(a) Name and address of the Indian importer and/or Project authority where 

necessary. 

(b) Name and address of the Dutch suppliers. 

(c) (i) Name and address of the Supplier’s bank in the Netherlands, if any, and 


(ii) the importers’ bank in India. 

(d) Value of the contract order in Dutch Guilders and in Indian Rupees., 

(e) Short description of goods to be imported, 

(f) Time for delivery (A schedule indicating probable dates and amounts of pay¬ 

ments to be made to the supplier under the contract may also be given). 

(k) Detailed list of shipping documents, like Bill of Lading, Invoices, Certificate 
of Origin^ etc. which the Netherlands Investments bank for Developing 
Countnes should demand from the Suppliers before makmg payrqent, toge¬ 
ther with the number of copies of each document required. 


fh) Indian Agent’s commission, if ‘any included in the contract (Amount or percen¬ 
tage to be inicated), which will have to be deducted from the wntracf 
value while issuing a letter of Authority. Such commission will be pay¬ 
able by the 'Importers direct to the Agents in nipeca. 
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(i) Name and address of the Importers’ Bank to whom the original documents 

(negotijiblie) shorlld be sent by the Netherlands Investment bank for Deve¬ 
loping Countries N.V,, The Hague. 

_(j) Date upto which the Letter of Authority should be made valid, 
fk) Special instructions, if any. 

(1) Departments of Central Government will also give^fo^, narticulars of the 
Accounts Officers through whom debits are to be raisew'^'"" 

.7. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, 'and the information requir¬ 
ed in paragraph 6 above, the Department of Economic Affairs will forward a copy of 
the contract to the Dutch authorities through the Embassy of India at The Hauge, and 
a Letter of Authority to the Netherlands Investment bank for Developing Countries, 
The Hague (in the form al Annexure-il) authorising payment to the suppliers against 
shipping documents will be .ssued. In case the shipmehts/payments to the Suppliers are 
not completed within the validity period of the Letter of Authority, the Inmorter should 
approach the Ministi-y of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, W.E. ill Branch for 
suitable extension of the letter of authority well before the expiry period of the Letter 
of Authority. Such a request should be accompanied with a photostat copy of the 
revalidated Import Licence, if the period of extension sought for is beyond the validity 
of the origin'al Import Lienee. If the request for the extension in the period of the 
validity of the Letter of Authority is not received within a period of six months from 
the validity date of the Letter of Authority the un-utilised balance in the Letter of 
Authority will be deemed to have been surrendered and the Letter of Authority will 
lapse. 

In respect of contracts valued at DG 50,000 or below approval of Dutch authorities 
is not required. The 'approval of the Government of India, therefore, will be commu¬ 
nicated to the Indian importers while forwarding the copies of their contracts/supply 
orders to the Netherlands Investment bank for Developing Countries. As for the contracts 
valued at DG 50,000 or above, as soon as the approval of the Dutch Bank to the fin¬ 
ancing of the conti'dct under the Dutch Credit is received, the importer will be informed 
that their contract has become effective. 

8. The validity of the letters of authority will be determined keeping in view' the 
delivery schedule indicated in the contracts. In no case will be letters of aiilhorily be 
made valid beyond the date of validity of the import licence. Since the payment to the 
suppliers under the Credit arc genei'ally made % the Dutch Bank against the production 
of shipping documents the grace period facility vide para 253 of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules will not be applicable to imports financed under this Croiit. 

9. A quarterly report, as in Annexurc II, showing the utilisation status of the licence, 
■should also be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Alfairs. 

10. The importers wilt have, to deposit:— 

(i) The rupee equivalent of the payments to the suppliers in Dutch Guilders at 
the Composite rate as prescribed in Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 154TC(PN)/72 dated the 28th January, 1972 and Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 108-ITC(PN>/72 dated 2lst July, 1972 and such 
other Public Notices on this subject, which may be issued from time to time. 

(ii) interest at the fate of six per cent per annum on the amounts required to be 

deposited at item (ij above from the date of actual payment to the supplier 
by the Netherlands Investment bank for Developing Countries NJV,, The 
Hague, to the date of actual deposit of the rupee equivalent by the importer 

in the State Bank of India, Tis Hazuri, Delhi or Reserve Bank of India, 

New Delhi, 

n. It will he obligatory for all importers except the Departments of Central Gov¬ 
ernment to make requisite rupee deposit only through Authorised Dealers in foreign 
■exchange and also to get the Exchange Control Copy of the Licence endorsed by them 
as required in Public Notice No. 184-ITC(PN)/68 dated the 30th August, 1968, Tliey 
should also fill in the requisite ‘S’ Form as prescribed by the Reserve B'ank of India- 

12. Tliie moneys specified in paragraph 10 above shall be deposited with the St.ate 

R^nk of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi, or the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi for 

.'credit to the Central Government Account under the head of account— 

'K-Deposits and 'advance-Deposit not bearing interest—843 Civil deposits—Deposits 
for purchases etc. abroad- Purchases etc. imder Dutch General Purpose 
Credit 1974-75.” 
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The advice of these deposits should be sent to the Controller of Aid Account and 
Audit, Ministry of Finaijce, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid (Account*> 
Branch, New Delhi by enclosing original receipted treasury challan in the revised proforma 
prescribed under public notice No. 744TCfPN)/74 dated 31st May, 1974. 

13. In the case of imports by the Departments of Central Government the debits for 
the rupee equivalents will be raised aaainst the Accounts tltficcr concerned by Accountant 
General, Central Revenues, on the basis of advices issued by the Department of Economic 
Affairs—^Economic Aid (Accounts) Branch. 

14. It should be understood that the Government of India will not undertake any res¬ 
ponsibility for disputes, if any. that may arise between the licensee and the supplier. 

15. The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions, or orders issued 
by the Government of India from time to time reeardinc anv and all matters arising from 
or pertaining to import licence and for meeting all obligations under Dutch (General-Pur¬ 
pose) Credit 1974-75. 

16. Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clause will result in 
appropriate action under the Import and Exports (Control) Act.

(g) Mode of payment (i.e. direct payment through a Letter of Authofity or re¬ 

imbursement procedure through a Letter of Credit). 

(h) Detailed list of shipping documents, like Bill of Lading, Invoices, Certificate 

of Oriifin, etc., whidh the Netherlands Investment bank for Developing 
Countries should demand from the Suppliets before making payment, 
together with the number of copies of each document required. 

(i) Indian Agent’s commisson, if any, included in the contract (Amount or per¬ 

centage to be indicated), which will have to be deducted fiom the contract 
value while issuing a Letter of Authority. Such commission will be pay¬ 
able by the Importers direct to the Agents in rupees. 

(i) Special instructions, if any. 

RE-IMBURSEMENT PROCEDURE 


8 . In cases of import licences where the value in below Rs. 1 lakh, the importers 
will have the option to adopt the Re-imbursement Procedure provided no payments are 
required to be withheld for performance, etc. Under this system the importers will not 
he required to furnish the Bank Guarantee but their contract will have to indicate that 
the mode of payment wiU be by re-imbursement system. The importers will need to 
open a Letter of Credit on receipt of the approval of their contract by the Government 
of India. Payments against the Letter of Credit will be made by the importer on the 
-Strength of the Exchange Control Copy of the Import Licence. (Normally all ship¬ 
ments/payments to the Suppliers should be completed within a period of twenty months 
from the date of approval of the contract by the Dutch Bank. _ In case the shipments/ 
payments to the suppliers are not likely to be completed within the period of twenty 
months, the Importer should invariably approach the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, W.E.III Branch atleast a month before the expiry of this stipulated 
jieriod for the extension of the time limit for completing the shipments/payments to the 
Suppliers, TMs request should bo accompanied with a photostat copy of the revalidated 
Import Licence covering the period of extension sought for, If such a request is not 
received before the sEpulated period, the un-utilised balances of their contract will be 
■ deemed as having been surrendered). The importer will furnish to the Controller of Aid 
Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Parliament Street, New Delhi 1, 
within 15 days of the shipment of goods a certificate from his ^ank of payment made to 
the supplier and also two copies of the invoice bearing a certificate from the Dutch 
supplier to the effect that he received a sum of —-——-— Dutch Guilders amount¬ 

ing to too per cent of the invoice value or shipment of goods. Any ommission on the 
part of the importers to send the reimbursement documents promptly to the Department 
of Economic Affairs will be viewed seriously and the C.C.I.&E, may be asked to 
suspend all import licences in the name of the importer. In case the importer persists in 
his default his case may be recommended to the C.C.I.&E. for being blacklisted. The 
importer will in addition be liable to penalties/punishment under the law governing 
Import Control etc. 


9. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, the Bank Guarantee and 
"the information required m paragraph 7 above, the Department of Economic Affairs 
wiU forward a copy of the contract to the Dutch authorities through the Embassy of 
India at the Hague, and a Letter of Authority to the Netherlands 1 Investoent bank tor 
Developing Countries, The Hague (in the form at Annexurc I) authorising payment to 
■the suppliers against shipping documents will be issued except in cases proces^d wuder 
the Re imbursement Procedure as outlined in para 8 above. In case the shipment / 

payments to the Suppliers are not completed within the validity period of the 
Authority, the Importer should approach the Ministry of Finance, Department of - 
BOmic Affairs, W.E.(III) Bran* for suitable extensjon of the

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10. In respect of contracts valued at D.G. 50,000 or below approval of Dutch autho~ 
rities is not required. The approval of the Government of India, therefore, will bo com¬ 
municated to the Indian importers while forwarding the copies of their contract/supply 
orders to the Netherlands Investmentbanlc for Developing Countries. As for fne con¬ 
tracts valued at DO 50000 or above, as soon as the approval of Dutch Bank to the 
financing of the contract under the Dutch Credit is received, the importer will be in¬ 
formed that the contract has become effective. 

lOA, The validity of the letters of authority will be determined keeping in view the 
delivery schedule indicated in the contracts. In no case will the letter of authority be 
made valid beyond the date of validity of the Import Licence. Since the payments to 
the suppliers under the Credit are generally made by the Dutch Bank against the pro¬ 
duction of iShipping documents, the grace period facility vide para 253 of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules will not be applicable to imports financed under this 
Credit, 

11. A quarterly report, as in Annexuro II, showing the utilisation status of the licence, 
should also be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. 

12. The importers will have to deposit within ten days from the date of the receipt of 
shipping and other documents from Netherlands Bank— 

(i) the rupee equivalent of the payments to the suppliers in Dutch Guilders at the 
composite rate as prescribed in Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No, 
15-lTC(PN)/72, dated the 28th Janua^, 1972 and such other Public 
Notices on this subject, which may be issued from time to time. The 
latest Public Notice on the subject is P.N. 108-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 21st 
July, 1972. 

(il) interest at the rate of six per cent per annum on the amounts required to be 
deposited at item (i) above from the date of actual payment to the supplier 
by the Netherlands Investmentbank for Developing Countries N.V., The 
Hague, to the date of actual deposit of the rupee equivalent by the impor¬ 
ter in the State Bank of India, Tis Hozari, Delhi or Reserve Bank of India, 
New Delhi. 

13. It will'be obligatory for the importers to make requisite rupee deposit only 
through Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange and also to get the 

Copy of the licence endorsed by them as required in Public Notice No. 184-1TC(PN)/ 
68 , dated the 30th August, 1968. They should also fill in the requisite ‘S’ Form as pres¬ 
cribed by the Reserve Bank of India. 

14 The moneys specified in paragraph 12 above shall ibe deposited with the State 
Bank of India, Tiz Hazari Branch, Delhi, or the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi for 
credit to the Central Government Accounts under the head of account— 

"K-Depositg and advance-Deposit not bearing interest-843-Civil deposits-Doposita 
for purchases etc. abroad. 

Purchases etc, under Dutch General purpose Credit 1974-75”. _ The a<N>ce of deposit 
should be sent to the; Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic A:air8. Economic Aid (Accounts) Branch, New Delhi, by encasing 
original receipted treasury , challan In the revised proforma prescribed under Public 
Notice No, 74-rTC(PN)/74, dated 31st May, 1974. 

15. It should be understood that the (Government of India will not undertake any 
responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between ffie licensee and the supplier 

16. The licensee shall , promptly comply with any directions,_ instructions, or orders 
issued by the Government of India from time to time regarding any and all matters 
arising from or pertaining' to import licence and for meeting all obligations under Dutch 
(General Purpose) Credit, 1974-75. 

17. Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clauses will result In’ 
appropriate action under the import and Exports (Control) Act.
